followed closely by mulch till­ 
age. If. on the other hand, had 
these systems been tested only 
following silage corn. the no- 
tillage s y s t e m w’ould have 
seemed by far the worst.

ency for four more y e a r s. 
The House cut the am ount to $40 mil­ 
lion and the extension to three years. 
The Senate Foreign Relations C o m- 
m ittee has recom m ended only $20 mil­ 
lion and an extension of two years. A 
few senators have proposed scuttling 
the agency entirely. 
The strong opposition to the agency 
is the result of information revealed in 
Senate debate. Since the agency w as 
established in 1961. the better part of 
$26 million has been spent on “studies” 
of dubious value. 
For instance, a 47-page report on 
R ussia’s 
aggressive 
tendencies 
cost 
$147,000 or $3,000 a page or m ore than $3 
a word Its findings? M assive building 
of shelters in the United States m ight— 
and then again, might not — allay Rus­ 
sian anxieties about the dangers of a 


nuclear strike from the United States, 
cannot be presum ed that all the 
studies were of questionable value, but 
thousands of dollars have been spent 
for obviously worthless advice. No won­ 
der congressm en are piqued. 


In these perilous tim es governm ents, 
even when it seem s futile, m ust probe 
constantly 
for 
ways 
to 
reduce 
the 
arm s race and its concom itant haz­ 
ards. What Congress should do about 
the A rm s Control and D isarm am en t 
Agency — and about other ventures 
which become misguided — is to de­ 
m and proper adm inistration of funds. 
Congress can dictate the use of funds. 
It can c h e c k on the use of funds— 
apparently Congress did not check 
on 
agency practices — and Congress can 
apply its purse string power to ensure 
tnat agency adm inistrators are com pe­ 
tent. 
Apparently that is what Congress is 
about to do. The money for the “ stud­ 
ies” has been spent. If Congress was 
hoodwinked, it has a duty to the tax ­ 
payers to m ake sure it doesn’t happen 
again.

A chemical substance called 
heparin, which has been used 
as an anticoagulant, is now be­ 
lieved to be effective in the 
t r e a t m ent 
and 
prevention 
of certain allergic conditions 
In a recent study conducted- 
by Dr. David A. Dolowitz and 
Dr. Thomas Dougherty at t h e 
I University of Utah, it was not 
ed that h e p a r i n seems to 
possess a special quality that 
prevents the real.se of allergy- 
i producing histamine in bo d y 
I cells. 
The dram atic improvement in 
some cases of acute asthma re­ 
inforces the hope that heparin 
might be of vita! importance in 
the treatm ent of this condition. 
Stubborn cases of "weeping ec- 
I /e m s” responded quickly to he­ 
parin treatm ents. 
Patients with pollenosis (sen­ 
sitivity to cottonwood, 
golden­ 
rod and ragweed pollens) were 
also markedly benefited from 
the use of this drug. 
Though the drug is still being 
tested, the early results offer 
great promise of welcome relief 
to allergy sufferers. 


A new and effective method 
of treatm ent to save lives and 
prevent 
severe 
disfigurement 
from exensive burns is now be­ 
ing added to the many already 
in use. 
Dr. Carl A. Moyer of Wash­ 
ington University rn St. Louis,, 
i Mo., has been auccessfully us­ 


ing dressings soaked in silver 
nitrate to combat infection and 
stimulate 
healthy 
healing 
Dr. Moyer's studies indicate 
that the need for skin grafts has 
been markedly reduced by the 
use of these dressings. 
The loss of body fluids is a 
m ajor threat to survival in cas­ 
es of severe burns This f l u i d 
loss seems to be decreased with 
the new technique. 
The statem ent made by Dr. 
Mover brings hope that the de­ 
vastation 
a n d 
disfigurement 
caused by serious burns will be 
sharply diminished. 


A word of thanks to the tiny 
fruit fly that seems to appear 
almost out of thin air the mo­ 
ment luscious fruit is exposed 
Long u s e d in experimental 
studies on genetics, the fruit fly 
now is being credited with con­ 
tributions to the knowledge of 
space medicine.
